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Denies Advocating “400% Increase" ‘ 


Ducks Unlimited Aware of Farmers’ 
Problems, Says Canadian Manager

Angus Gavin, general manager 
of Ducks Unlimited (Canada), has 
written the Advocate concerning 
a statement he allegedly made to 
the board of directors- of Ducks 
Unlimited at a recent meeting in 
Memphis, Tennessee. The report, 
carried by the daily newspapers' 
wire service and given wide pub¬ 
licity, was that Mr. Gavin advo¬ 
cated turning millions of acres of 
new land in Canada into a “duck 
factory" and increasing the duck 
population by 400 per cent. 

A ^recent Advocate editorial, 
based on the statement attributed 
to Mr. Gavin and taking him to 
task for advocating such measures 
at a time when crop damage by 
ducks has been so heavy, was also 
widely reprinted and has come to 
Mr. Gavin's attention at his head¬ 
quarters in Winnipeg. 

In his letter to the Advocate, 
received this week, Mr. Gavin 
denies making any such statement 
at Memphis and encloses a copy 
of his 1951 report which he read 
at the meeting. 

Statements he made at Mem¬ 
phis were "grossly exaggerated” 
by some reporter at the Memphis 
meeting, he says, and his letter 
continues: 

“Anyone with any sense should 
realize that the duck population 
on the North American continent 
is today at a very high level and 
possibly is very near the maxi¬ 
mum we can adequately handle on 
the diminishing winter grounds in 
the United States and South Am- 
etica. 

“Wtih a steadily increasing pop¬ 
ulation in Canada and a tendency 
towards heavy agricultural devel¬ 
opment especially so in the area 
we know as the parklands, it has 
become very necessary for Ducks 
Unlimited to try and save as 
much of our present lakes and 
marshes as possible so that the 
duck population we now have will 
find enough areas for breeding 
ptmaqses.

Premature Rabies 
Given Good 
Start On Life 

The parents of two tiny morsels 
of humanity are rejoicing today, 
bccause ( through the constant at¬ 
tention and love given their babies 
by Supervisor Miss M. Sissons and 
the nurses of the local hosfital, 
their prematurely born little ones 
were able to be brought home this 
month and are now well on the 
load to a normal and healthy life. 

Baby Jane Ellen t daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Walter Franks, was 
born at the Vulcan Municipal hos¬ 
pital, January 19, weighing 2 lbs. 
2 ozs. at oirth. When discharged 
on April 27 she weighed 5 lbs. 

Baby Kenneth James, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. James Hickey, was 
born February 1th and weighed 3 
lbs. 9 oz. On April 13 when he was 
discharged, his weight had gone 
up to 5 lbs. 3 ozs. 

At birth Baby Franks was put 
into the incubator and she was 
still in it when the Hfekey baby 
was born. As the hospital has only 
one incubator the nurses were ob¬ 
liged to utilize an old oxygen hood 
and heat cradle, sometimes hav¬ 
ing to alternate the babies so that 
each could receive the best pos¬ 
sible care. Oxygen was given to 
both for several weeks. 

These babies were fed with an 
eye dropper every hour, to start, 
then bottle feedings each hour and, 
later every two hours, with final 
feedings being made every three 
hours. 

Some idea of the time and care 
■required to bring these babies to 
their present fine state of health 
is given in the fact that each feed¬ 
ing took from half an hour to a 
full hour to'give. In actual time 
the care of this tiny girr and boy 
was the equivalent of a full day's 
work, for on** nurse. However the 
work was willingly and lovingly 
performed and was undertaken hy 
several of the nursing staff.

Don’t Forget Mother 


His brother “Wind Erosion’ is us¬ 
ually more open in his criminal 
operations. Where he works there 
usually are clouds of dust to warn 
of his presence. But the deeds of 
• Water Erosion" often pass un¬ 
noticed until it is too late to ar¬ 
rest him. 

The Lethbridge Experimental 
Station, long aware of the irre¬ 
parable damage caused by water 
erosion, has been active in devel¬ 
oping and demonstrating measures 
which can be used to keep this 
thief in check. Grassed waterways 
contour farming, trash covers on 
fallows, permanent pastures, and 
cover crops are among the meth¬ 
ods that are being used to good 
effect. 

On many irrigated farms there 
is a serious weakness in the de¬ 
fences against water erosion which 
is often overlooked. This takes the 
form of excess irrigation water. 
While great care usually is taken 
to apply water to the fields insuf¬ 
ficient quantity and at the most 
suitable time, too often little or 
no thought is given to the water 
that is not used. 

Irrigation water that runs off 
the fields, that flows unchecked 
and unused through the farm to 
the waste ditches, for days or for 
weeks, carries with it particles of 
soil and organic matter or if it 
soaks through the soil it leaches 
cut plant food w<hlch will be lost 
forever. 

Now, before the season starts, 
is the time to make plans which 
will ensure that water erosion will 
not rob our farmland of its most 
precious asset, the soil.
